lf no other argument sufficed to 
restrain extreme partisanship in the United States, the grave 
political conditions existing everywhere in Europe and Asia ought 
^o teach us the wisdom of maintaining reasonable harmony here 
in support of prudent measures. 
It is true thai we elect men to 
office by the use of party machinery. 
But, once in office, we 
expect men to act for the good of the country and not as mis­ 
chievous party politicians. 
The Harding Administration is en­ 
titled to a fair lour years’ trial. 
It would! be unfortunate to 
create a deadlock for the second half of Mr. Harding’s term by 
pitting a Democratic Congress against a Republican Administra^ 
tion. 
If the country wishes to reverse its verdict of 1920, 
ijt 
should wait until 1924, and sweep the Democrats into full power 
all along the line.”

BOARDERJNG THE SHOULDERS 
Most women will say th at they do 
not w ant to be broad shouldered, the 
broad-shouldered woman is not sup­ 
posed to be 
beautiful. 
The broad- 
shouldered 
woman 
is, 
however, 
healthy and it is quite possible to 
have shoulders th a t are much too 
narrow. I pass dozens of girls every 
day who need this new exercise I 
am describing. 
In most gymnasiums 
the method 
used to broaden 
shoulders 
is 
by 
means of lateral tension. The student 
stands between two upright parallel 
bars placed fa r enough apart so th at 
his arm s are extended at right an­ 
gles to his body- He gasps the bars 
with both hands and pulls alternate­ 
ly first with the right, then with the 
left hand. This exercise' strengthens 
laterally the muscles of the should­ 
ers. 
If you cannot take the exercise this 
way you can got an alm ost identical 
action by m eans 
of 
a 
stretching 
board- This is nothing but a piece of 
board- which need not be more than 
4 inches wide, but which should be 
as wide as the distance from palm to 
palm of each hand when your arms 


are stretched out on either side level 
with your shoulders. The exercise, 
then, is to grasp the board between 
the hands and to pull on it as hard 
as possible, then to relax the muscles 
and then pull again, and to repeat 
this half a dozen tim es a t first, and 
up to 16 times when you are used to 
the exercise- 
Incidentally this is very good for 
correcting round shoulders and for 
developing a poor chest. This and any 
exercise should be followed by a little 
deep breathing. 
This too, 
can 
be 
practised in bed w ith the board ly­ 
ing across the chest. It is an excel­ 
lent thing to take a few mild stretch­ 
ing exercises before getting up ii* 
the morning.
